This total was made up of $167,128,451 senpral property taxes, 

$14.114.242 special property taxes, $11,128 poll taxes, $35.739,412 licenses and 

permits, and $tl,071,96R special assessments for improvements. In 1912 

statistics on revenues were not colh-uteil for Incorporated places with a 

population of less than 2500 and certain other subdivisions, but the table 

which follows shows the revenue In a comparable fdTm for the state, 

counties and Incorporated places having over f GOO population. There was an 

increase of 77 per cent for the civil divisions for which comparative data 

were available.
